formance in their joint recital in 
Oiler Hall, July 24, The artists’ 
skillful interpretations of a well- 
balanced program proved to be an 
unusual treat for an above average 
summer audience. 

Miss Powell opened her first 
group with "Komm* Susser Tod” by 
Bach-Tertis. Miss Powell’s 
rendition of this beautiful number 
brought out the characteristic 
masculine tone of the viola, pro¬ 
ducing a serious, yet fluent tone. 

Miss Beisser opened her organ 
group with two Bach Chorales, ”Lieb- 
ster Jesu, wir sindhier," and "Ich 
rief ’ dir, Herr Jesu Christ”. In 
this group Miss Beisser showed the 
grandeur of the full organ. 

.The artists shared the honors in 
well the "Sonata in C minor for 
viola and piano” by York Bowen, This 
was the high light of the entire 
evening. 

In closing Miss Beisser gave a 
beautiful rendition of Mendelssohn’s 
Sonata - Opus 65 in three movements.

The first of these was "Mind 
Over Matter" by E. Starkey, a li$vt 
fast moving comedy whose characters 
are those of the old comedia’del 
art of the middle ages'. The play re¬ 
volves about the troubles of Pierrot, 
a young poet, played by Clinton 
Burkett; Pierrette, an .unsuccessful 
actress, Janet Wiko; Pantaloon, a 
glove manufacture who wishes to 
become a poet, Willard Adams; Madame 
Bucroyan, a fortune teller to whom 
they took their troubles, was played 
by Catherine Long, and the Introducer 
was Margaret Claar. 

The second play, a tragsdy in 
verse by L, N. Parker, is tbs story 
of a French nobleman and his wife 
who are about to be guillotined. 

The refined strong characters of the 
Marquis and Marchioness were por¬ 
trayed by Clyde Snavoly and Jeanne 
Trappe; tho uncouth Goaler, by 
Vaun Newill. 

The audience resoundly hissed 
and applauded "Curse You, Jack Dal¬ 
ton”, a rollicking old melodrama by 
W, Broun. The cast included Mrs. 

Dalton, an aristocrat matron, who 
had a heart of stone - Ruth Frederick; 
Eloisa Dalton, her daughter, who had 
a tender heart - Ruth Corrigan; Jack 
Dalton our manly hero who had a heart 
of gold - Robert Sollenberger - Anna 
Alvarado, who had a heart of granite - 
Idella Swartz; Egbert Van Horn, a deep 
eyed villan, vho has no heart at all - 
Jack Ayres - Bertha Blair, poor but 
honest ufeo has a heart filled with 
goodness - Betty McClain; Richard 
Blair, who had a heart filled with 
hope, her brother - Laban Leiter,

,er was Mr. Harold 0. Thompson, noted 
foreign correspondent of the United 
Pro S3 who has returned from a stay- 
in Tokyo. 

Mr, Thompson, who is very tactful 
and possesses the ability for clear 
thinking, is an authority on Japan¬ 
ese policy chiefly through his con¬ 
tact with the Oriental peoples as 
manager of the United Press Bureau 
4 n Tokyo, The years preceding his 
work in the Far East were spent in the 
United States as he worked in Denver, 
New York, and Washington (where ho 
was head of the United Press Senate 
staff). 

In introducing his subject, the 
speaker pointed out that the Japan¬ 
ese arc a peculiar people, particular¬ 
ly in their muddled ways of thinking 
which is caused by their complicated 
language. Japan is a confused nation 
with cooperation between the mainstays 
of the land impossible. The state, 
army and navy are separately working 
units, with each being responsible 
to the emperor (the azmy is the most 
powerful factor). Thus the main 
government has no control over the 
bombing of foreign property; such 
instances ordored by hot-headed army 
men are an attempt to bluff other 
nations into believing that Japan 
isn’t to be fooled with. Although 
the army is of considerable strength, 
its economic backing is not suffic¬ 
ient for maintainance in a long war 
with a formidable foe. 

Thus Japan at the present time is 
merely maneuvering into a position 
that will prove advantageous if diffi¬ 
cult trouble really comes. The ad¬ 
vance in the Far East is one of care 
as Japan has always mde her gains 
with as little loss as possible, de¬ 
monstrated by the war with Russia 
and the campaigns in Manchuria, Al- 
thou^i she has treaties with the lead¬ 
ing nations, she dare not trust any 
not even Germany, lest she become * 
the Italy of the Far East. If war 
between German and the United States 
woula become an actuality, Japan 
would probably give aid to the 
extent of sea power couparable to

Miss Dorothea Beisser, accomplish¬ 
ed pianist and organist, and a member 
of the summer school faculty, was pre¬ 
sented in a series of twilight recitals 
in the college chapel during the 
summer'. These programs, veiy informal 
in nature, proved to be a soothing 
sedative to the tired Juniatian’s mind 
at the close of a busy day, 

. . Miss Beisser preceded her pian- 
lstic rambling by a short explana¬ 
tion of the works to be played and a 
few interesting facts concerning the 
composer. The artist’s splendid 
performance of some of the works of 
Brahms, McDowell, and Chopin proved 
a source of inspirational delight to 
the listening audience. 

Those numbers which were request¬ 
ed from time to time were familiar 
ones to any musician. Several of 
her most popular requests were 
"Claire do Lune", "The Girl With the 
Golden Hair”, Chopin’s "Prelude in C 
Minor", and Brahm’s "Intermezzo". 

Throu^iout all of these informal 
recitals. Miss Beisser interpreted 
the great works of the masters with 
a display of great artistry and ac¬ 
complishment, which only experience 
and perfection of beautiful tone 
quality can bring* 
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of the social and political conditions. 
Outstanding is the unequalled snoop¬ 
ing and suspicion of the Japanese; 
many people are suspected of being 
political enemies which in turn 
causes the jails and concentration 
camps to be crowded. All anti- 
state movements are suppressed with 
the government being careful to pre¬ 
vent the spread of Fascist and Com¬ 
munistic doctrines. Because of the 
philosophy of the people, Japan can 
have no outstanding leaders, as 
those Tfoo stand out from the crowd 
are soon to fall. 

In conclusion the speaker enumer¬ 
ated some of Japans problems. They 
are, inflation, poor distribution of 
commodities - food rationing necessary, 
scarcity of building material, wages 
from fifty cents to one dollar per 
day* a shortage of skilled labor, 
inadequate hospital facilities, dwind¬ 
ling foreign trade, and threat of 
Russia from the west. 

Summing it all up* Japan^s condi¬ 
tion may be termed as desperate, the 
war with China cannot be ended, and 
if foreign countries, especially the 
United States, were to place an 
embargo on Japanese goods, she would 
be doomed to extinction. 
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STUDENTS ENJOY SUMMER MOVIES 
This summer the students are 
fortunate in having two screen pro¬ 
ductions given in Oiler Hall. On 
June 28, they saw, "Spawm of the 
North n , and Friday night they will 
see "The Plainsman*. Both are his¬ 
torical pictures of the highest type. 
"Spawn of the North" showed in dramatic 
fashion the way in which America put 
an end to poaching in the salmon 
waters of Alaska, 

"The Plainsman", to be shown this 
Friday also deals with the conquest 
of an American frontier. But this 
time it is the story of how our 
nation dealt vdth a few selfish 
profiteers viio insisted on selling 
rifles to the Indians vfoilc at the 
same time they know the guns would 
be turned on the frontier settle¬ 
ments. 

The shows are historically, 
dramatically, and educationally of 
value and interest. In this manner 
they supply enjoyable and also pro¬ 
fitable entertainment. Oiler Hall 
has been especially equipped to 
provide adequate presentation of 
the sixteen millimeter films.

AND SUMMER MOUNTAIN DAY 

The regular afternoon schedule of 
the summer school session was inter¬ 
rupted on Friday afternoon. July 18, 
when the annual pilgrimage to. M.G. 
Brmnbau#!’ s grave and Mountain Day 
were held. 

On© hundred friends of the late 
Governor Brumbaugh joined the pil¬ 
grimage to his grave, near James 
Creek, to pay tribute to the former 
president of Juniata College and the 
war governor of Pennsylvania, 

The group reached James Creek at 
around three o*clock, where President 
C,C. Ellis introduced Colonel Henry 
W, Shoemaker, originator of the pil¬ 
grimage, who spoke a brief tribute 
to Governor Brumbaugh, Anecdotes 
from the life of the statesman were 
related by his friend and these help¬ 
ed to make those present feel the 
greatness of the man they had come 
to honor. Excerpts of the speech 
follow} 

"Martin Brumbaugh was the kindest 
man that ever livedl said Colonel 
Foal, In the main, the greatest 
sign to mark the Governors career, 
is that the social legislation he 
devised and enacted is spreading over 
the nation, state by state. It is a 
sign of the times, of a better world, 
an accomplishment as lofty as these 
Tussey Mountains that he loved. Wo 
have heard Martin Brumbaugh called 
the lion-hearted. He had to be to 
become father of a new social legis¬ 
lation, enacted in a reactionary age. 
It needed a lion’s heart, as a mem¬ 
ber of a peace-loving sect to become 
Governor of Pennsylvania during World 
War I. He passed on peacefully, almost 
reaching his three score and ten, 
giving over to Dr, Ellis a priceless 
heritage in educational foundation, a 
deathless name to his family, his 
friends, his beloved Commonwealth, and 
his nation." 

The Reverend Huyett opened the 
memorial service with a prayer, and 
the Reverent H. Stover Kulp said the 
benediction. After the service the 
group journeyed to the Old Forge for 
a picnic supper.
